1. Miho Marinko, Secretary of the Politburo of Slovenia, at a recent

A certain Zerjal,* 
one of the members, stated that a more conciliatory policy toward the 
Western Powers preceding the peace conference would have accrued to 
the advantage of Slovenia. The Party immediately arrested Zerjal and 
the other two speakers as traitors in the employ of Western im 
perialists.

30 Political prisoners from concentration camps are being dispatoned to 
build trenches, anti-tank fields and concrete emplacements on the 
Hungarian frontier and in the Vojvodina area. The regime thus hopes 
to strengthen its control over the infiltration of Cominform agents.
